The RCMP have begun making arrests at the Unisf of en Camp in Wef suwef en territory, where activists have 
been trying to block construction of the Coastal GasLink pipeline. Sleydo’, a spokesperson for the nearby 
Gidimt’en Checkpoint, said, “If s time to rise up. If s time to stand up for all Indigenous people across Turtle 
Island. If s time to make it known that Indigenous people will not be oppressed any longer, that the RCMP can’t 
come in and remove us from our territories, that they have no legitimacy on stolen Indigenous land.” 

Thirteen Indigenous activists arrested last month in Victoria after a sit-in protest at the office of a cabinet minis¬ 
ter have filed a formal complaint against Victoria police for causing physical injuries to some of the protesters 
during their arrest, including a bloody facial abrasion and a swollen hand and arm. Police initially claimed no 
injuries were sustained during the arrest, but are now instead trying to diminish their severity.

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Did you know that A1 Hendrix, the father of famed guitarist Jimi Hendrix, was bom in Vancouver in 1919? 
While Jimi himself was bom and raised in Seattle, he frequently visited his grandmother Nora at her home in the 
Strathcona neighbourhood, which once was home to a vibrant Black community here in East Vancouver. Nora 
was a founder of the Fountain Chapel, an African Methodist Episcopal church on Jackson Avenue where she led 
the choir for many years, showing a love for music that she shared with her grandson. 

Strathcona’s Park Lane was a narrow, two-block stretch of road that hosted many businesses and organizations 
founded by Black community members and came to be known colloquially as Hogan’s Alley. Vie’s Chicken 
and Steak House, Mother’s Tamale and Chili Parlour, and Rosa Pryor’s Chicken Inn are some of the fondly 
remembered eateries owned and mn by people of the Hogan’s Alley community. 

Unfortunately, Hogan’s Alley fell victim to the “urban renewal” craze of the 1960s, which saw infrastmcture 
projects used as a means of displacing and dispersing poor communities in cities across North America, and by 
1972 Hogan’s Alley had been razed to the ground in order to build the Georgia Viaduct. A related effort to re¬ 
place Vancouver’s Chinatown with a freeway was halted by community activists. Thankfully, “urban renewal” 
has gone out of fashion; it has been replaced with the much fancier “gentriflcation.”

“It seems to me that if you are serving the Black 
community in Nova Scotia, you have to keep 
repeating yourself. You have to keep saying, 
‘This is hurting me, your school program is still 
inadequate.’” 

“You see, you have to understand that there is 
an awful lot of institutional racism here. So 
when you say to me, ‘Oh, it could have been a 
personal oversight or a slip of a pen,’ I cannot 
accept that.” 

“It’s part of our responsibility to educate, nur¬ 
ture, and bring along the next group that are 
going to have to deal with those things.” 


“I’ve heard [broadcasters] say that audiences 
won’t accept people with accents or people with 
colour. . . .
